NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—Emphasizing 


his dcslro to shoulder tho entire re- 
sponsibility for permitting the steel 
trust 
to 
gobble up tho Tennessee 


Coal & Iron Company during the pan- 
ic days of W07, Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt In a signed editorial In The Out- 
look declares ho has no apologies to 
offer tho public for what ho did. 


"Nobody need feel olther concern 


or hope as to whether anything done 
by my administration will bo " 'discov- 
ered/" ho Bays, "for tho excellent 
reason that there Is nothing hidden. 
It was not my business, neltbor was It 
In my power, (o search tho hidden 
domain of motive, and my action was 
conditioned not upon what I believed 
to bo tho motives actuating the steel 
corporation, but upon my belief that 
tho 
action 
they 
proposed 
taking 


would bo enormously to tho benefit 
of tho community at largo at that 
'particular moment. 


"Whether (ho chief motive of their 


action was to absorb tho Tennessee 
Coal & Iron Company, 
or 
whether 


their chief motive was to snvo (ho 
(Moore & Schloy, stock brokers) nnd 
threaten jd Now York firm from falluro 
thereby mop the panic, was of no 
question to ma. That both motives 
wore In their minds, I thought poxxl 
bio, nnd still think possible. 
What 


was tho predominant motive was of 
no 
conscQuonco. 
My concern 
was 


that action should bo taken and tho 
Itundon saved In tho Interests, of tho 


•people of tho United States, 


"Most people tiuvo nhort memories, 


hut If anyone will look 
back 
and 


think thu situation over carefully he 
Hill understand It was not a question 
of saving any bank or trust company 
from failure; 
tho question was of 


saving the plain people, the common 
people; of all parts, of 
the 
United 


States from dreadful misery and suf- 
fering; and this wau what my action 
did. 


"One of the questions put to mo In 


(I lea ted disbelief that tho action taken 
wan really olllclent In slopping; the 
panic. At tho tlmo and 
for 
r.omo 


months thereafter, no man would havo 
ventured to express such disbelief un- 
less prepared to bo greeted with der- 
ision by every human being who know 
anything whatever of the actual facts. 


"Tho action taken was in my Juilg' 


ment tho only action that could stop 
the panic, nnd It most certainly w«s 
of enormous, and In all human prob- 
ability, of decisive Influence In act- 
ually stopping It. 


"Certain other questions related to 


tho enormous value of tho coal and 
oro Inndii of tho TpnncBKco Coal lc 
Iron Company, has no bearing on the 
pnrchaso of four years ngo. Tho pur. 
chase a* mado did not by Itself, af- 
fect, tho status of tho uteel ccrpor.i- 
tlon, so far as tho Sherman law was 
concerned. I dealt with facts as they 
wore, not with facts us they might 
afterward become." 


In connection with tho editorial the
